MEMORANDUM FOR THE HEADS OF EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENTS AND AGENCIES 


Subject: Support for the Federal Energy Office from 
Federal Departments and Agencies 


Under Section 5(a) (1) of the Mandatory Petroleum 
Allocation Act of 1973 (P.L. 93-159) as delegated to 
me by Executive Order #11748, I must again ask each 
of you for personal support to assist us in carrying 
out the critical responsibilities of the Federal 
Energy Office. This is a reluctant action on my part 
Since your organization has been so helpful in the 
past and we are very grateful for this assistance, ’ 
However, the work of our office has a direct and 
immediate impact on the people of the United States 
and the operation of the Federal Government and this 
recognition eases my concern in again asking for your 
help. 


As you may know, we now have the authority to staff up 
FEO with some permanent personnel; and we are moving as 
quickly as possible to do so. However, our workload 
Since the institution of our new regulations on the 15th 
of January has risen steadily and many of your detailees 
have critical knowledge that we must have to see us 
through the next few weeks. We are asking that these 
people be extended for specific periods, not to exceed 

90 days. In addition, adjusting the 1972 base period 
volume to more realistically meet current fuel demands is 
placing an extraordinary burden on our operations, 
particularly in the field. We are, therefore, asking for 
additional detailees to see us through this one-time 

work surge. Again, we expect to complete the adjustment 
of the 1972 base period within 90 days. 
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In addition to the above, I have asked Roy Ash, 
Director of the Office of Management and Budget, to 
write to each of you concerning the urgency of this 
situation and to ask for your assistance, in 
mobilizing the resources needed. 


These have been trying times for all of us and we 
in FEO are extremely grateful for the continued 
support you and your organization have provided. 
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
